Hon. Dr. Li Shu-fan, President of 
the Old Boys’ Association, sald: 

As fellow old boys, you will un- 
doubtedly apprecate the real sense 
of pleasure I fee), In partaking of 
this dinner with our headmasters, 
especially on this auspicious oecasion. 
Nevertheless, I cannot say that my 
heart is Hght, because my -mind fs 
heavy with a very mixed sentiment. 
While we feel glad because our hend~ 
master, Mr. Sargent, Is promoted to 
a higher sphcre of work, we are 
really sad because we ore bidding 
him farewell.

His 
popularity among the old boys can 
be testified by this evening's large 
attendance, This fa understandable, 
when we realise that he had devoted 
all his spare time to the school, boys 
and staff alike. 

I-am glad to announce that, whilst 
we are bidding. him farewell, he is 
not severing his last tie with us. 
At the last mecting of the school 
committee, Mr. Sargent was un- 
animously. _—_clected a — member. 
(Applause). Thus, instead of taking 
permanent leave of us, by accepting 
that appolntment, he has forged an- 
other IInk with the school, whereby 
we may continue to have the benefit 
and blessing of his advice, I under- 
stand that this is the first time in 
the history of the school, in which a 
headmaster, on retiring hos been 
made a‘member of the school com- 
mittee. 

His departure will leave an_ in- 
delible Imprint In the hearts of all 
the boys, and the parting will not 
be an easy one. There is, however, 
another consolation, .that is the 
knowledge that he has a worthy suc- 
cessor In the person of Mr. Goodban. 
I am certain that all those who have 
had the pleasure of mecting Mr. 
Goodban, will heartily agree with 
me, that he is the ripht man in the 
right place. 
opportunity to assure Mr, Goodban 
that the Old Boys arc ready to give 
him every co-operation and support.

Chesterfield wrote the — letters 
beenuse he was a humanist himself, 
and wished hls son to have a 
humanist educutlon, He did not 
believe that this could be acquired 
in. schools and universitics. He 
thought that the universities of those 
days were Wiiberal places, producing 
only boors and pedants. He believed 
that humanism was to be attained 
by travel, so he sent his son fo the 
continent; by mixing much In society, 
feminine as well as masculine, so he 
sent him Introductions, with -instruc- 
tions how to'behave; and by regular 
reading. So from 1738, when the 
con was only six years old, to 1768, 
the letters ranged on, over every 
aspect of human life and manners. 

The father believed thiut his son, 
hy the age of four{een, was already 
suMclently grounded in the classics, 
nnd must be urged on to more useful 
knowledge. 

He hopes that’ tho -youth will 
escupe what he describes as his own 
first unfortunate prejudice, namely 
the idea, acquired at Cambridge, thut 
there had been no common sense nor 
common honesty in the world since 
the days ‘of the great Greeks and 
Romans. He is to maintain classical 
study as “an ornament while you are 
youn, and a comfort to you when 
pid: but he is to be modest In the 
use of the ornament. Consequently 
classien! reference and encourage- 
ment in ancient lnnguages, are quite 
overbalaneed by advocacy of useful

‘This old-fashioned. ideal, 
obliterated, by the mechanism and 
violence of modern life, was Chester- 
field’s notion of the final alm in 
education; and the ultimate secret of 
success in life. ‘ gent 

By the graces was meant.attractlve 
manners, pleasing, qualltics, personal 
charm. Chesterfield knew a3 well os 
you and I, how seldom these are 
found jn combination with en- 
eyclupnedic knowledge. But he never 
hesitated to assert the possibility ‘of 
the combination. So Chesterfield 
recommends suaviter: in modo on all 
occasions, It is also essential to the 
graces, und part of the art of pleasing, 
according to this fashionable elgh- 
teenth century. nobleman, that 
loughter should be avoided. , “I could 
heartily wish that you may often be 
seen to smile, but never heard to 
laugh while you live . . . In my 
mind, there Is nothing so iiiberal, 
und so Il-bred, us audible Inughter". 
It aceastons “a disagreeable noise and 
shocking distortion of the face", And 
then, the proud boast, “I am. sure 
that since I have had the. full” usc 
sf my reason, nobody has ever heard 
me laugh”. 

That Jovinl embonpoint too, which 
Ils so oflen gentalty assoclated with 
hearty laughter, must be equally 
avolded. He felt that fat was on 
handicap in the great competition to 
ple : 

For final graduation In the races, 
two studies mre: particularly ‘re- 
commended, The youth ts urged to 
cultivate the society of continental 
ladles, who WHE polish him; and he 
must acquire the craft of dissimula- 
tion. It was on those two topics that

Feminine Society ' 

In recommending a mere boy to 
cultivate feminine society, as it then 
was In fashionable Europeun cities, 
the father knew that he was treading 
on dangerous ground. Such society 
meant gallantry, intrigues, often 
duelling. But for the sake of the 
final polish, the risks must be faced. 
He begins with caution, “As for 
running after women, the con- 
sequences of that vice are only the 
loss of one’s nose, the total destruc- 
tion of health, and, not infrequently, 
the belng run through the body”. 
But under proper tutclage, it ceases 
to be a vice; and in learning how to 
please women, one learns how to 
please everybody, “Pleasing and 
governing women may, in_ time, be 
of great service to you. They often 
please nnd govern others”. 

So we have a series of famous 
dicta. Whether they are true or not, 
is beyond masculine arbitration .to 
decide. “A’ man who thinks of 
living in the great world, must be 
gallant, polite and attentive, to plense 
the women”, And as to the method, 
“Women who are either indisputably 
beautiful, or indisputably ugly, are 
best flattered upon the score of their 
understanding! but those who are in 
n state of mediocrity are best 
flattered upon their beauty, or at 
Ieast their graces”.

rising In his career, he was far from 
being a success. He had sald, “Tu 
make my way in court, I would 
nolther wilfully, nor_by negligence, 
give n dog or a cat reason to dislilce 
me”, His advice was, “Keep your 
temper and artfully warm other 
peopte’s”. From these. and similar 
watch-words we might expect that 
his career was that of a slimy 
lickspittle who succeeded by getting 
the better of everybody who was 
honest enough to trust him. Did he 
become n minister of the crown by 
mnking himself a doormat? 

Incident With Klox 

To andwer this [t would be neces- 
sury to Jnunch forth on an account 
of his Interesting 
‘This is nelther the time nor they 
occasion for such o lecture. But I 
might give a typical instance of hls 
behaviour, and quote the finding of a 
historian. . 

He once brought to the King, 
Georze I, a commission for which 
he begged the royal stgnuture. His 
Majesty looled at it and said he “had 
rather sign a commission for the 
devil." . “With all my heart,” replicd 
Chesterfield. “I onty beg Ieave to put 

ur Majesty in mind that the com- 
mission is indited to Our Trusty and 
right Well-Beloved Cousin"! The 
King Inughed and complied. 

But nobody can. believe that that 
was the speech of a mon whose set 
ambition was to rise by pleasing. 
His attitude to the -great Prime 
Minister, Slr Robert. Walpole, was 
even more independent. He twice 
refused n Dukedom. His best known 
blographer declares, “Chesterficld 
ind a positive genius for exasperating 
‘hose whom he should have been at 
jains to concillate . . he never went 
a step out of his way to please a 
dossible patron”. 

But no one who reads the volumcs 
through can think them the writing 
of n disappointed cynic. They are 
consistently genial, jiberal and 
humanist. “Gentleness, affabllity, 
complaisance and good humour” are 
the great soclal virtues which he 
sincerely commends: and regularly 
displays. “Never retall or receive 
scandal . . . in the, case of. scandal, 
as in that of robbery, the receiver is 
always thought as bad as the thief.” 


Bushels of Advice 
When he rays that “letters should 
be familiar conversations between 
absent friends”, he means it. He 
gives his son bushels of advice.

A quarrel ' between two _ street 
sleepers which Icd to one of them 
striking the other with a penknife 
on November 4, had a sequel at the 
Central Magistracy yesterday, when 
Pun Cheung, 25, unlicensed bawker, 
appeared on remand before Mr. R.

N HIS TOMB in the 
Cathedral at Toul is 
engraved in Latin: 

‘Here lies the body of the 
Seot, John Hepburn, knight, 
Marechal .de Camp.in ..the 
French Army, who, shot by.

On his death-bed at 
Saverne he said: ‘I wish I

SECRETARY IN BOX. 


London, Nov. 22, 
Fellx Maurice Portal, of Parts, 
ceeretary to Theodore Lafitte; gave 


J evidence at the resumed hearing of 


the arms deal case ot Bow Street 
Police Court to-day when Dennis 
Corrigan, of Park Lane, Frederick 
Willing, a Dutch subject, and James 
Ilerbert. Willing were charged with 
having conspired with Chou Tin-shu 
and another unknown to cheat 
LaMfitte, manager of & well-known 
firm of armament agents in Paris, of 
£7,250, ; : 

Portal recalled an interview in 
Paris {n Aprit between James Willing 
and. Lafitte. Frederick Willing, he 
sald, brought. a recpipt for delive 
purporting to come from Woolwich 
Avacnal. : 

“~ doubted its genuineness" said 
Portal, “and Wilting snatched bacle 
the doeument saying, ‘Lam in a mad 
house!" 

Portal continued that he went to 
Marseilles with Jomes Willing, hav- 
ing received instructions from 
LaMmtte to verify the merchandise 
which had been unlonded on the 
wharf. He saw at once that the 
packets contained old stones and 
wood shavings. ‘Willing sald It was 
not Neeessary to open the other 
boxes saying, “4 know they were 
sent from London without any goods 
in them.” Nevertheless about 4 
dozen other cases were opencd and 
found to contain stones, wood 
shavings and pieces of iron. Willing 
sald he was very surprised and he 
Itnew the person who had stolen the 
goods. He made a statement at a 
hotel ater, when he said that be- 
cause he had made no reference to 
Chou he wanted to make 1 second 
statement. 

Counsel’s Objection 


Counsel for the Willings here in- 
terposed to object to the statements 
being given as evidence, 

Cross-examined, Portal ‘ugreed 
that Willing was shocked and upset 
on the wharf at Marseilles when the 
first package was opened, . Portal 
siid he did not go to the wharf 
knowing that guns and ammunition 
would not be there, It was untruc 
to say that Willing was surrounded 
by dock workers declaring that he 
had swindled their Spanish comrades 
out of their ammunition and they 
were going to throw him: into the 
dock. . 

Counsel: These cpses, although 
ostensibly for China, were really 
voing to Spain, weren't they?—L 
know only they. were going to China, 
* Portal added that everyone on the 
whart went to the police station. 
Willing, was accompanied. by two 
inspectors in civillan clothes,—but he 
did not know .whether they were 
armed, Willing telephoned his father 
three times and was very worried 
and anxious. 

Counsel suggested that at 5.30 p.m. 
that day Portal told Willing that If 
he did not sign a document he would 
prefer a charge ogainst him at 6 


p.m. 

Portal denied this, saying the 
document was signed at noon. 

Counsel:: You were trying to get 
out of him an extra cheque = for 
£5,000 weren't you?—No, He pro- 
posed spontancously to pny £5,000 
as: indemnity. He -said - the -mer- 
chandise would arrive at Le Havre 
in 15 days and the cheques were to 
be cashed only if the goods did not 
arrive. 

Portal added that Willing wrote 
both statements himself, It was 
false fo say that the statements and 
cheques were obtained from him on 
a threat to detain him at Marseilles.

News has been received in the 
Colony of the denth In Jeracy, Chan- 
nel Islands, in his 77th year, of Mr, 
Richard John Stevenson, formerly of 
lfongkong. 

He was born in the Island of Jersey 
In 1962. Nineteen years later he 
joined the Army, entering the Royal 
Enginters, and saw active service in 
Egypt and the Sudan; tuling part In 
the forced march across the desert 
under Lord Roberts for the relief of 
General Gordon at Khartoum In 1882, 
He fought in the bate of Tell-ch~ 
Keblr, recelving the Khedlve's Star, 
and the Egyptian Medal with two 
clasps, , 

Mr, Stevenson remained In the 
Sudan until 1887, and assisted In the 
construction of the railway from 
Suokin to Khartoum. He spoke 
fluent French and Arable. Later he 
served in South Africn and Maurl- 
tlus,-orriving In "Hongttony for the 
first time in 1900, just prior to the 
big typhoon of that year, 

He again yeturned to Honglong In 
1909, lenving the Army two years 
Inter to take up an appolntment with 
the Hongkong Government os Chic 
Electrical Engineer, a position he 
held until his retirement In 1925. 

During the Great War Mr, Steven- 
son was altnched to the Hongkons 
Defence Force, and was in charge of 
searchlights at Stonecutters nnd Bel- 
chers, 

He was a resident member of the 
Hongkong Club. 7 

Three of Mr. Stevenson's four sons 
entered the Army, and the eldest died 
of wounds while serving os a 
Licutenant = in the Hampshire 
Reginent near Bethune in 1918, 

Ot the three suviving sons, the 
eldest is Major H.: A, Stevenson, 
Royal Garhwal Rifics, the second is 
with Messrs. Jardine Matheson ond 
Co, at Swatow, and the younstest, 
Captain N. Je M. Stevenson, is 
Adjutant to the Territorial Army. 
(R.A.) in the North of England. 

He !s also survived by his widow 
and two daughters, * 


FATHER PAUL LU 


Oldest Chinese Catholic Priest 
In Hongkong 

Father Paul Lu, the oldest Chinese 
Catholic priest in Hongkong, dled in 
St.Francis Hospital, Wanchai, last 
night at the age of 74 years. 

Fr. Lu came to Hongkong as a boy 
from the Suntak district, and com- 
pleted his studies at the seminary at 
the Cathedral where he distinguished 
himself. Bishop Ralmondi in 1804 
chose him as his companion while 
travelling In South America and Aus- 
tralia when he was raising funds for 
the bullding of the present Cathedral. 

On his return Fr. Lu was put in 
charge of the Chinese congregation at 
the Cathedral and was later for many 
years nt Rosary Church, Kowloon.

AMERICA AND WAR 
IN CHINA 


When J apan Borrows 


Speaking at York recently Sir 
Frederickt Whyte, director of | the 
English-speaking Union, discussed 
the American reaction to the Municn 
treaty and the future relations of the 
United States and Great Britain in 
regard to international relations, and 
particularly the European situation. 
America could not afford to pass by 
on the other side, he sald. It was a 
process of:converslon which would 
take a long time, but he did not think 
that we could‘critlcise Americans for 
belng slow about It. 


Replying to — questions * about 
America’s attitude «to the Sino- 
Japaneso war, he said America had 
olways taken a more active interest 
in the Far East and the Pacific than 
in Europe, and was more Inclined to 
go in and take responsiblity. There 
was a very: strong pro-Chinese senti- 
ment, but even so he did not think 
America would go” to’ war. “There 
were indications that the end of the 
war might be approaching. One 
could not say it would be over by 
the end of the year, but combined 
action by England and America 
might bring about a real settlement 
between China and Japan. 


Japan would need to borrow from 
somebody, and she would be bound 
to come to England ahd America, for 
she could not borrow from anybody 
else. He hoped that before that 
time came England and America 
would have realised that the posses- 
sion of moncy meant holding the 
whip hand in the Far East. If they 
were going to Iend moncy they must 
not leave it to the bankers and finan- 
cinl houses {fo settle the terms, but 
they must lay down certain minimum 
pclitical and moral obligations which 
must be recognised by the Japanese 
Government before clther America 
or England would Jend Jopan a 
penny

He 
thought that the universities of those 
days were Miberal places, producing 
only boors und pedants, He believed 
that humanism was to be attained 
by travel, so fic sent, his son to the 
continent; by mixing much jn society, 
feminine as well as masculine, so he 
sent him introductions, with instruc- 
tions how to behave; and by regular 
reading, So from 1738, when the 
son wast only six years old, to 1768, 
the Jetters ranged on, over every 
aspect of hurnan Ife und manners. 

The father belleved that his son, 
by the age of fourteen, was already 
suMeiently grounded in’ the classics, 
and must be urged on to more useful 
knowledge. 

He hopes that the youth “will 
eseape what he deseribes as his own 
first. unfortunate prejudice, namely 
the iden, acquired at Cambridge, that 
there had been no common sense nor 
common hunesty in the world since 
the days of the sreat Greeks and 
Romans, He Is to maintain clussigal 
study as “an ornament while you ure 
young, and o comfort to you when 
vid"; but he ts to be modest in the 
use of the ornament.

declares “consists of modern langu- 

uges, history and geography". 
Soclal Graces 

The dutiful son was expected to 
apply himself to o range of useful 
Knowledge, far too wide for me to 
indiente here. But he was expected 
to do still more. He was expected 
to’ nequire, what the Earl cealls “the 
Graces.” ‘This old-fashioned ideal, 
obliterated by the mechanism and 
violence of modern Ilfe, was Chester- 
ficld’s notion of the final aim in 
education; and the ultimate secret of 
success in life, 

By the graces was meant attractlve 
manners, pleasing qualities, personal 
charm. Chesterfield knew ns well os 
you ond I, how seldom these are 
found Jn combination with — cn- 
cyclopaedic knowledge. But he never 
hesitated fo assert the possibility of 
the * combination, So Chesterfield 
recommends suaviter in modo on all 
aceasions, It {s also essential to the 
graces, and partof the art of pleasing, 
according, to this fashlonable cigh- 
teenth century nobleman, — that 
Inughter should be nvolded. “T could 
heartily wish that you may often be 
scen fo smite, but never heard to 
laugh while you live... In my 
mind, there js nothing so fMliberal, 
amd so El-b , aa audible laughter”.. 
It oceastlons disagreeable noise and 
shocking distortion of the face". And 
then, the proud boast, “Io am sure 
that since I have had the full use 
of my reason, nobody has ever heard 
te high". 

That jovint embonpoint too, which 
in so offen geninlly associated with 
hearty Inuhter, -must be equally 
avoided. He felt that fat war on 
handicap in the great competition to 
please, 

For final graduation fn the graces, 
two studies are particularly re- 
commended. ‘The youth is urged to 
cultivate the society of continental 
ladies, who will polish him; and he 
must acquire the, eraft of dissimula- 
tlon. It was on those two toples that 
Dr. Johnson led the revolt of sturdy 
miunhood astainst Chesterfield, in the 
hard words which I have already 
quoted. . 

Feminine Society 

In recommending, a mere bey to 
cultivate feminine socicty, as it then 
was in foshfonable European cilles, 
the father knew that he was treading 
on dangerous ground. Such society 
meant gallantry, intrigues, often 
dueling. But for the sake of the 
final polish, the risks must be faced, 
He begins with a caution, “As for 
running after women, the con- 
sequences of that vice are only the 
Joss of one's nose, the total destruc- 
tlon of health, and, not infrequently, 
the being: run through the body”. 
But under proper tutelage, it ceases 
to be n vice; and in learning how to 
please women, onc learns how to 
please everybody. “Pleasing and 
governing, women may, in. time, be 
of great service to you. They often 
please and govern others". 

So we have a serics of famous 
dicta, Whether they are true or not, 
js beyond masculine arbitration to 
decide. “A man who thinks of 
living in the great world, must be 
tallant, polite and attentive, to please 
the women”. And as to the method, 
“Women who are cither indisputably 
beautiful, or indisputably uly, are 
best flattered upon the seore of their 
understanding! but those who are In 
an state of mediocrity are best 
flattered upon their beauty, or at 
least their graces”. 

‘i Gencral Dissimulation 

If this is usually considered by the 
best judzes to throw an unpleasant 
‘inht on Chesterfield, his counsels on 
dissimulation ore reckoned even 
worse, They come so near the ren 
commendation of general deceltful- 
ness, that he has to begin with a 
sermon astainst lying. Truth is “not 
only your’ duty, but your interest” 
“The greatest fools are the greatest 
liars. . [judge every man’s truth 
by his degree of understanding”. 
But “People know very little of the 
world, and talk nonsense, when they 
talk of plainness and solidity un- 
adorned”, Skil in human relations 
demands that a man, or at Jeast a 
“nan hoving to become a diplomat, 
should have “Dexterity enough to 
conceal the truth without telling a 

ie’, “Have areal reserve with 
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almost everybody; and have o 
seeming reserve with almost nobody; 
for It ia very disagreeable to seem 
reserved, and ‘very dangerous not 
to be so” 

‘The young Stanhope may be sald 
to have acquired some tincture of 
diasimulation. When he dled he left, 
for the Earl to look after, a+ wife 
whom he -had had the dexterity to 
conceal, and. two sons about whom 
he had been completely reserved. 
(Laughter). 

{t is impossible to rend Chester- 
ficid’s letters without fcellng curlous 
as to whether his own Ife was led 
in necordance with the advice he 
yuve his son, ‘This iso hard question 
fo ask of any parent. Chesterfield 
Gan bear the seruliny as well an most, 
In pplication to duty, in mastery 
of the things that can be nequired 
by study, and in the cultivation of the 
graces, he was everything that he 
desired his son to be. But in using 
those accomplishments as a means of 
rising in his career, he was far from 
being, a success, He had sald, “Tu 
make my way In court, I would 
neither wilfully, nor by” negligence, 
give « dor or a cat reason to dislike 
His advice was, “Keep your 
temper and artfully warm other 
people's". From these and simllar 
watch-words we might expect that 
hin career wns taat of a siimy 
lickspittle who succecded by petthrs 
the betler of everybody who was 
honest cnousth to trust him, Did he 
become a minister of the crown by 
malsingg himself 2 doormat?
